TIMBER CTJTTIXG. 


Trespassing on Government Timl>°r Lujds— 


The Lumbermen h Side of the Case 


[Truckee Correspondent S F Bulletin 1 


TBTJCKEB, Cal , February 25,1878. 


The United States Grand Jury has 


indicted a number of our citizans for 
trespassing on Government lands, 10 
violation of a law passed by Congress 
in 1831, which forbids the removing 
or causing to bo removed of "hvi 
oak, red cedar or other timber ' from 
tho public land, except for naval 
purposes, under penalty of a fine cot 
less than three times tha value of tim 
her taken—half to go to the informer 
—and imprisonment not exceeding 
one year 


The gentlemen concerned in this 


matter are among oui most respected 
citizens, and it seems to be a caso of 
peculiar hardship 
There is, so far 


as I can learn, no pretense on the 
part of the authorities that the own 
er» of the mills have cut the tiees or 
hued men to cut them for them 
It 


has been bought at the mills from 
men engigecl m cuLmg lo^s anil de 
hvenng them, who m turn bought 
the standing trees from the original 
pre emptora 01 pretended owners 
There was no collusion between any 
of the parties to defrand the revenues 
On the contrary, it was the custom 
of one or two of the firms now 
trouble to trace the mattei back to 
the locators, and demand a sight of 
the Go\ernments receipt toi the 
puce of the land, believing that such 
payment gave him the right to re 
rnose the timber 
Jn this, Lowevei, 


thej now frnd tbay were mistaken 
Until the patent is actually signed 
and delueied, there is no letup in 
the law of trespass 


The history of the lumber business 


on the Tiuck°e mer dates from 1866 
Ihe Ceu'ral Pacific Raihoad was 
gianted the right to cut and use the 
timber on Crovetnment land as well 
as that on tho sections granted it as a 
subsidy 
foi 
construction 
Under 


this privilege its officers pievailed 
upon paitiea, some of whom are now 
waiting a trial, to establish mills and 
cut lumber and timber foi the uses 
of the load 
In 1871, when the snow 


side trucks, shops, etc , ap 


nroicned completion, the right to 
cut was levoked 
These parties im 


mediately purchased large tracts from 
the Raihoad Company 
and took 


measures to secure lands owned by 
the United States

Indeed, they 


are more so as the pre-emptor, es 
pecially in the timber legions, is al 
most invanablj a pool man, who 
carries on his practices without the 
outlay of capital necessary in anv 
subsequent state of the material, an i 
fines can only be collected from par 
ties with means to pay

neighbor or any watchful enemy 
conld easily rnm any one who has 
been in the business for any length 
of time

The Government price for the pub 


he lands is most liberal and generous 
and our lumbermen have alwnvs 
been willing and anxious to pay the 
money and obtain patents, and I do 
say that a law remaining on our stat 
nte books which comoels men to 
either commit perjury "or robbery, 
when the demand for lumber and 
timber is as great as it is aad has 
been in California, and the interests 
concerned in ita being filled so enor 
mous, reflects upon oar national con- 
gress in the most serious manner. 
And the fact that men cat off the 
wood which was wholly unprotected 


for thirty years, against which they 
heard no note of warning m all that 
time, that men who did use it stole 
it instead of perjuring themselves, is 
rather a credit than a disgrace to 
them 


All doubtful practices and tiespass 


should be stopped at once, but to 
pursue parties who have supplied 
pubha demands often for a very 
scanty profit is persecution 


As has been sail in tho columns of
